A total of 711 calls were answered setting a 
new all time record. There were 575 still alarms, 
127 bell alarms and 9 station calls. The break- 
down included 137 building fires. 60 vehicle fires. 
126 outside type fires. 23 calls for auto accidents. 
28 calls for faulty heating units, 55 calls to elimi- 
nate extreme fire hazards. 41 electrical fires, 21 
assists to other city departments. 21 out of town 
calls, 84 miscellaneous calls and 115 false tele- 
phone calls and box alarms. Approximately one- 
third of these false alarms were intentional. Such 
occurences are a growing concern across the na- 
tion as they needlessly endanger men and equip- 
ment. ; 

Two new Maxim triple combination pumping 
engines were delivered in March increasing our 
overall pumping capacity to 4.750 gallons per 
minute. Engine No. 2, a 1942 Diamond-T pumper 
which was our first due unit during and after 
World War Il. was retired along with the 1952 
tank truck.

The ups and downs of unemployment, how- 
ever, to a great extent, reflect fluctuations on the 
part of national and regional conditions, especial- 
ly in an area that produces goods for the national 
market. The period of ‘‘Affluency”’ that Dover © 


~ enjoyed in the nineteen sixties has been whittled 


away until now there is a definite identification of 
a deterioration in social and economic conditions 
and ways of life. These problems, plus inflation, 
are now overshadowed by a rather high rate of 
unemployment. : 

Since I have been in office as head of the Do- 
ver Economic Department, the following has oc- 
cured: 

Kearsarge Metallurgical Corporation has 
moved into an existing building in the Garrison 
Industrial Park. Engaged in the production of 
high quality precision casting for nuclear reactor 
manufacturers, this firm is expected to employ 
approximately 100 workers by late fall. 

Kelox, a manufacturer of specialized locking 
devices used in the aircraft industry, built an ad- 
dition to the Kearsarge building. where it will be- 
gin operations soon. This firm will employ ap- 
proximately 30 new workers by summer. Both 
Kearsarge and Kelox are subsidiaries of Phillips 
Screw Corporation. 

Northern Heel Company, a local firm, ex- 
panded considerably during this past year 
through building and renovations which will add 
another 40 to 50 workers. 

Swift Fresh Meats Company began construc- 
tion on a new quarter-million dollar distributing 
facility last fall. Completion is scheduled for this 
spring. 

In addition to the above industries, which rep- 
resent over a third of a million dollars in capital

the fact that extensive use by community organ- 
izations of our school facilities places a strain on 
our custodial staff and adds to wear and tear of 
the buildings, we will continue to encourage use 
of its facilities. For a number of years now grea- 
ter community use of the schools has become 
quite evident. Demands for the use of the Dover 


Junior High School are most excessive during the 


winter season. The gymnasium is in use from No- 
vember to March every evening of the week from 
6:00 p.m. to 10:00 p.m, The Dover High, Wood- 
man Park, 
are in great demand. 

Use of school facilities by approved local or- 
ganizations has made it possible for the City to 
realize an added dividend from its multi-million 
dollar investment. 


Recommendations: 

Of the eight recommendations made in the 
annual report of 1969, four were implemented: 
(1) we added a second assistant principal at Do- 
ver High School because the need was so great; 
(2) another physical education instructor was ad- 
ded to the elementary program; (3) an aide ona 
part-time basis was added to our health service 
program. We were fortunate to have a registered 
nurse fill this position; and (4) we continued to 
meet the requirements of the New England Ac- 
crediting Agency in following up on their recom- 
mendations for an 7 pie high school. 

It continues to be my recommendation that 
(1) at least one school site be purchased before 
all desirable locations have been acquired for oth- 
er purposes: (2) a concentrated effort be made 
by all to determine through a future planning stu- 
dy the direction we should take in plant construc- 
tion. This in view of the indicated phasing out of 
the local parochial school offerings: (3) a study 
and some preliminary planning should be estab- 
lished at the secondary level for implementing 
the year round school when and if high school en- 
rollment suggests additional classrooms be con- 
structed. 


Conclusion 

I want to express my sincerest personal 
apppreciation to my administrative staff, Mr. 
George Kay, Assistant Superintendent of Schools, 
Business Affairs, and to Mr. Thomas Ahearn, As- 
sistant Superintendent of Schools, Elementary 
Education - as well as to the secretarial staff in 
the school department office. To the principals, 
teachers. nurses, and other school employees, my 
heartiest commendation for their devotion and 
dedication to their profession. 

A more dedicated group of public spirited 
citizens would be difficult to find than the mem- 
bers of the Dover School Board, We are all eter- 
nally grateful for their tireless efforts through 
endless hours spent in providing the best possible 
education for the young people of Dover.

DO-IT-YOURSE 
Care Keeps 
Windows Working 


By MR, FIX 


Not all of us live in sealed, 
totally air-conditioned build- 
ings. For most of us win- 
dows are still things we open 
on a hot day, close when it 
rains or gets cold. 


Sometimes opening and 
closing aren’t easy and then 
we roast, get wet or freeze. 


Whether or not a window 
works properly is something

Windows are little different 
from other working items 
around the home in that 
maintenance is easier than 
repair. Generally, when mov- 
ing parts are involved, lu- 
brication is the key to 
proper care. 

An assortment consisting 
ot paraffin, grease stick, 
powdered graphite and an oil 
can with a flexible spout will 
take care of most anything. 
It’s a pretty good collection 
for lubrication generally. 

Use the grease stick on 
the window slides. ‘A little 
goes a long way. and lasts 
for some time: Sliding parts 
can be brushed with melted 
paraffin. The double-hung 
window should be lubricated 
on the pulley stiles (these are 
the slots in which the win- 
dow slides) and on the stop 
beads (the wood strips that 
keep the window in place). 

To expose the pulleys pull 
down the top half of the win- 
dow. Lubricate the pulley 
shafts with oil or graphite. 

Casement windows are 
easier. so far as window 
frames are concerned. There 
is no sliding. But pay atten- 
tion to the special opening 
mechanisms. These cranks 
or slides should be kept lu- 
bricated with oil and graph- 
ite, 


Painting always creates 
headaches where windows 
are concerned, A_ seal of 


hardened paint is not fun, 
Maybe you thought that 
since you had no trouble im- 
mediately and the paint is 
no longer new there will be 
no problem 

Dampness can cause wood 
to swell and paint to get soft, 
The combination is not good 
and when the paint hardens 
the windows are sealed shut. 

Work gently and slowly 
and from the outside if pos- 
sible, Try working the paint 
loose with a putty knife 
worked under the bottom of 
the sash, If the putty knife 
doesn't work, try a chisel or 
a knife carefully run around 
the edges of the sash 

If you must work from the 
inside use a chisel and a 
mallet, inserting the ch 
into the hardened paint and 
tapping lightly. Work slowly 
and carefully
